Avoid Penalty — Collector Is in 
Bank Building. 
Few delinquent taxpayers realize 
that a stiff penalty and personal in- 
convenience await them, according 
to an old State law still in force, 
says Mrs. J. B. Diven, Narberth 
Tax Collector. If both property and 
personal tax are not paid by the first 
of the year it will be necessary, 
under the law, to make use of the 
legal measures provided, in order to 
collect. 

Mrs. Diven has established her 
office in the Narberth National 
Bank, where she may be seen about 
tax payments 

The following is an extract from 
the collector's warrant: 

"If any person shall neglect or 
refuse to make payment of the 
amount due by him for such tax 
within thirty days of the time of de- 
mand so made, it shall be the duty 
of the collector to levy such amount 
by distress and sale of the goods 
and chattels of such delinquent. And 
in case goods and chattels sufficient 
to satisfy the same, with costs, can- 
not be found you are hereby au- 
thorized to take the body of such 
delinquent and convey him or her 
to the jail of the proper county, 
there to remain until the amount of 
such tax, together with" the costs, 
shall be paid or secured to be paid, 
or until he shall be otherwise dis- 
charged by due course of law." Act, 
April 15, 1834. P. L. 509. Sec. 21. 
Failure to receive a bill does not 
excuse a citizen from making his 
tax payment on time, the law savs.

The resignation of Dr. Gustave A. 
Van Lennep from the Lower Meri- 
on board of health was accepted at 
Monday night's regular December 
monthly meeting, in the township 
building at Ardmore. Dr. Van Lenep 
was Merion's representative on the 
board for a number of years. It 
ftated that he resigned because he 
has moved away from the township, 
and is no longer able to attend meet- 
ings regularly. 

The appointment of a successor to 
Dr. Lennep is in the hands of Pres- 
ident Frank H. Sykes of the Town- 
ship Commission. No information 
is available at present concerning a 
new member, but it is expected that 
someone in Merion will be appointed 
in the near future. 

The board received applications 
enabling act at least one public 
meeting must be held before a 
vote on the project can be taken 
by the Commissioners. All of 
this seems to preclude any sort of 
final action on zoning until spring. 
The status of City avenue, Bala, 
which was the source of vigorous 
dissension at one of the prelimin- 
ary zoning hearings last year, 
again came up for a vote at the 
meeting Monday. The vote con- 
firmed the original decision of the 
Zoning Commisssion — that City 
avenue from near Fifty-fourth 
street to Conshohocken road be 
zoned for apartments and not for 
business. 

Property owners along the 
street petitioned the board for a 
business zoning when the original 
classification became known last 
year. This was fought by owners 
in back of city line who presented 
an opposing petition requesting 
that the apartment zoning be re- 
tained.

The recent November election 
cost the Republicans of the County 
$10,6000, according to an account 
of receipts and expenditures filed 
in Norristown by Robert C. Miller, 
Treasurer of the Montgomery Coun- 
ty Republican Committee.

Hibernating Zoning Draft Sees 

Shadow and Prepares for Debut 



The proposed Lower Merion 
zoning ordinance which has been 
hibernating in committe for the 
past three months is once more 
reported nearly completed and 
getting ready to make its debut 
before the Township Commission- 
ers. The date set for the event 
this time is the January meeting 
of the Lower Merion Board. 

That information was forth- 
coming following another "final" 
meeting of the Zoning Commis- 
sion which was held Monday aft- 
ernoon in the offices of Major 
John Lewis Evans, the chairman. 
This time it appears as if the pro- 
posed ordinance will really be 
started on its way. Practically all 
details of the complex job have 
been cleared up and the Zoning 
Commission is anxious to file its 
report with the township board 
before the end of the year in order 



that arrangements mey be made 
to pay for the bills that it has con- 
tracted. 

The report may be filed at any 
time with the township, it is de- 
clared. It need not be presented 
at a formal meeting of the board. 

The ordinance will probably be 
brought up before the Township 
Commission at the first meeting 
following the date of. its filing. 
This does not mean that direct ac- 
tion will be taken upon it by the 
township fathers. The course that 
will be followed will probably be 
to refer it to a special committee 
of the board for study. 

At a later meeting if this com- 
mittee approves of the zoning or- 
dinance, the draft will be submit- 
ted for direct action and at that 
time the Township Commission 
will likely set a date for a public 
hearing.

Once a day or oftener the filter 
must be thoroughly washed to dis- 
pose of any accumulations that may 
have gathered. This is accom- 
plished by simply flushing the filter 
under high pressure from the bot- 
tom, the water forcing its way rap- 
idly upward through the various 
layers of gravel and sand out into 
the sewer, taking with it any impuri- 
ties that may have been held in a 
solid mass at the very top. 

This process carried on day and 
night renders the water sanitary and 
safe, much safer than the "ole swim- 
min' hole" or any natural body of 
water which, due to modern indus- 
try and congestion of population, 
require our streams and water- 
ways to carry a burden of pollu- 
tion unknown a generation ago. 

Sunday's Storm. 

The storm which swept this sec- 
tion of the country Sunday was of 
the real old-fashioned type, assum- 
ing the proportions of a miniature 
blizzard and in addition to caus- 
ing genuine inconvenience greatly 
interfered with traffic by automo- 
bile. 

The snow, which covered the 
ground to a depth of at least four 
inches, was followed in the after- 
noon by rain and sleet driven 
along by gale-like winds from the 
North. It was a real debut by 
King Winter and was the earliest 
heavy snowfall for years.

In preparation for an active sea- 
son in the Physical Department the 
Main Line Christian Association 
has thoroughly overhauled its filtra- 
tion plant and made repairs in the 
swimming pool. The locker room 
has also been newly painted, giving 
these largely used features a very 
attractive appearance. 

The popularity of swimming is on 
the increase as an all-the-year-round 
exercise and sport. Indulgence in 
the sport is however frequently 
limited by lack of proper facilities 
during the cool days of the fall and 
the colder winter months. Recogniz- 
ing this demand the Y. M. C. A. has 
thoroughly overhauled its entire 
filtration system to' insure an ade- 
quate supply of clean water at all 
with the subject, a study of the pro- 
cess of filtration will prove interest- 
ing. First, there is a large steel 
tank with a capacity of about 500 
gallons able to withstand a pressure 
of 500 pounds. On the bottom are 
a number of pipes with numerous 
perforations, through which the 
water, after it has been purified, 
must pass on its way to the pool. 
This is what is known as the strain- 
er system. These pipes are covered 
with four grades or sizes of gravel, 
the largest being placed at the bot- 
tom, then comes a layer of specially 
selected sand which does not pack 
when water-soaked. With the ad- 
dition of an electrically operated 
pump and an alum tank, which con- 
tains a quantity of alum, used as a 
coagulant, the filtration equipment 
is complete. 

The process of purification is as 
follows :— When the pump is started 
the water is drawn from the pool, 
passing through a pipe until it 
reaches the alum tank where a very 
small portion of the alum water is 
mixed with a much larger quantity 
of the water coming from the pool. 
It has now reached the filter. The 
impurities, through the process of 
coagulation, remain on the sand bed 
•it the top ; the water passes through 
;he sand bed, the four layers of 
gravel, then through strainers and 
out into the pool clear and sparkling, 
safe and clean.

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DIES AFTER INJURIES 

Edward Gross, 21 Chestnut 
avenue, Ardmore Park, was held 
without bail for Court by Coroner 
George Huff, of Montgomery, on 
a charge of manslaughter, at an 
inquest held last Tuesday night at 
Ardmore. He is accused of caus- 
ing the death of Mrs. Sally Quin- 
by, 140 Grandview road, Ardmore, 
who died early the previous day in 
the Bryn Mawr Hospital from in- 
juries received in an automobile 
collision September 27. 

It was decided at the hearing that 
Gross had been arrested five times 
in the last two years, mostly on 
charges of traffic violations. 

A light sedan which Mrs. Quinby 
was driving was struck by a car 
driven by Gross and overturned at 
Spring avenue and Wynnewood 
road, Ardmore. Mrs. Quinby was 
unconscious or delirious during the 
two months she was in the hospital. 

It was revealed Gross had been 
arrested by Lower Merion police on 
April 26, 1925, for intoxication and 
disorderly conduct; May 28, 1925, 
arrested and fined for speeding and 
reckless driving; June 26, 1925, ar- 
rested and fined for disorderly con- 
duct, and July 26, 1926, arrested 
and fined for blocking fire appara- 
tus. 

Two girls, Mary Burns and May 
McGee, both of Ardmore Park, who 
were riding with him at the time of 
the last accident, escaped with slight 
cuts and did not go to a hospital. It 
was testified he had taken the girls 
for a ride during their lunch period 
and was returning to their place of 
business after having covered six 
miles in 15 minutes making two 
stops. Gross was said to have been 
speeding when the accident oc- 
curred.

But Duplicate is Filed Disposing of 
His $164000 Estate. 

Letters testamentary have been 
granted in the $162,000 estate of 
Murray Gibson, of Merion. The 
petition states that after the will 
was written on April 2$, 1926, it 
was taken to the home of Murray 
Gibson, Jr., where it was evidently 
mislaid.

Mr. Gibson, until he retired was 
in the painting and decorating' 
business. He was president of 
the Musical Fund Society. He 
died in Jefferson Hospital on June 
30.
